With respect to claim 13 in particular, applicant's arguments presented in the 
amendments dated 01/27/2007 and 10/03/2007 are persuasive. Specifically, the prior 
art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest an applicator unit having all of the structure 
as recited, in combination with and particularly including, a motor comprising one of a 
spring, an electric attraction magnet, or a rotary motor acting on the levers and 
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operatively arranged for pivoting the applicator roll to a thrown-on position against a 
form cylinder of the rotary press using an adjustable and controlled throwing-on force 
that is controlled by the motor for setting the desired imprint width and a lock 
mechanism for locking the applicator roll in the throw-on position.
